Tire following particulars of the assassination of 
Kim Ha-gow, one of the pro-Japanese Korean 
Miolsters of State, were publishedin the Kobe 
Chrontcle on the'gth Inst. :-—Kim Ha-gow, Vice- 
President of the Law Department and temporarily 
acting as President, was engaged In conversation 
with Kim Kuo-heng, Ye Hut-tak and Chong, 
Mann-kul fn his home on the 31st alto., when at 
about 11.40 o'clock an unknown Korean entered 
the room, bowed to Kim Hak-gow and eald that 
he lived nearthe river. Before Kim Hak-gow 
had time to make a reply, nine other Koreaon 
rashed Into the room with drawn swords and 
assassinated him. Kim Kun-heng and Ye Hal- 
tuk, In trying to make their escapr, were slightly 
wounded, but Chong Mano-kal managed to 
make bis exit without recelvinga scratch, Chong 
Immedlately reported the murder to General 
Cho Hu-young, and gave bis testimony before

He may be a good 
engineer, but ie without the’ experience seeded 
for this, as he does not know thelr weak points,

On the arsival of the steamer Jrene last trip, 
she brought a shipment af arms, which appear 
to be very antiquated and to be more dangerous 
to the user than the enemy, The Japanese, by 
allowing these shipments, save themselves the 
trouble of killing many troops, as they are 
undoubtedly. dangerous weapons for those using 
them, 

Mr. von Hanneken returned from Peking at 
Noon to-day, withont a yellow jacket or a com- 
mission. He has a couple of censors working 
for him, but the nomber worklog against bim is 
Gill greater, and I fear bie is a lost caure, 

Many rumonrs are afloat here about Port 
Arthor, which is evidently Io a bad state, as the 
Japanese are In possession of Fee-chow and Kin- 
chow and have thas cut off all communication, 
whila they have the fresh-water supply in thelr 
hands. This insures the capture of this fortress 
with Httle loss tothe invaders by the time the 
roads are frozen and in good condition for 
marching. 2 

This delay will permit the First’Diviston to 
teach Kingyuen without difficulty, Then Shan-
